Dust.

A German Chemist’s Microecopic Work 
in Missouri Limestone. 


Dr. Eberhard Schultz, of the University of 
Bonn, Germany, Was been in St. Louis for 
severa) days visiting old college friends and 
resting after a tour in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter had 
the pleasure of an introduction 
to the learned Doctor on Sunday after- 
noon, and afteralong and jnteresting chat 
about the scientific wonders of the Yellow- 
stone country the Doctor began speaking of 
He talks in the queer unidiomatic 
way Which foreigners, especially Germans, 
who have Jearned English from books, affect. 
The Doctor likes St. Louis very much. He was 
here, he said, just after the war in 1868, and 


spent nearly half a year in town, 
and he was again here last fall before going 
west. ‘I make your city headquarters,” 
he went on,‘‘a center of operations. After the 
chilly winter I have had in the mountains, it 
is, indeed, very pleasant to come to St. Louis 
and rewarm.” 

‘*Most strangers object to St. Louis on ac- 
count oftbe mud and dust, but we don’t 
mind that at all.’’ 

“The dust in St. Louis is bad, there is no 
doubt about that. It is really worse than bad; 
itis deadly. WhenI was here fourteen years 
azO Dr. Haecker and myself made a 
number of singular experiments with the 
imestone dust on some of your roads. Dr. 
Halker had several curious cases of bron- 
chial affections in children which puzzled 
bim to explain, and he and I 
worked tégether to ascertain the cause. 
- en wus. @ jon while, because 
ibe children were of wealthy parents and not 
exposed to those things which the poor have 
to suffer, and the disease too was very singu- 
iar. It was primarily inflamation of the bron- 
chial passages,with a dry cough{which usually 
culminated in an affection of the lungs.’’ 

‘-Yes,” interjected the reporter, *‘I have 
known anumber of such cases, and recollect 
that the doctors confessed themselves at sea 
as to the Why and wherefore, as we say in 
‘Pinafore.’ ”? 

‘‘Just at that time some New Orleans physi- 
cian was investigating the gutters of his city,

Haecker and I began searching for this evil 
blossom, extending our research into 
the different parts of the city. It was 
not long before we found that, not fever 
flower, but another cryptogam. Waitand I 
will show it to you.” Stepping out into the 
street in front of the hotel the Doctor scooped 
a little paper full of dust, examined it fora 
momentand threw it away. ‘This will 
not do to show you what I 
mean, as this is wholly wood fibre from the 
Nicholson pavement.’’ The physician and 
the reporter walked several blocks 
until they came to a limestone 
paved street, and here the  savani 
vot his dust. ‘*The wood fibre of the Nichol- 
son is almost as bad as this,’’? he said, ‘*but 
whiie you can’t help it much you can kill the 


fungi inthis.” 

As soon = as his room in the 
hotel was reached the doctor opened 
one of bis trunks and took out a large binoec- 
ular microscope, which he limbered up. and 
adjusted on a table by the 
window. ‘*You notice this dust is very finely 
powdered,”’’ he said, ‘‘and is just the kind to 


be most easily taken up and carried by the 


Now look.’? The reporter looked, and 
in the midst of the white masses of 
dust distinct shapes, which he 
couid not make out. The dust itself 
looked hke a mass of very badly broken 
macadam. Long pieces of limestone of irreg- 
ular shapes were heaped up, and running in 
and out of the pieces were 
YELLOWISH VINES. 

seeming to bind the mass together. The vines 
seemed to be very much like that of the Vir- 
vinia creeper, only without leaves. There 
was asimail swell atirreguiar intervals, and 
the fungus was internetted in itself in athous- 
and fibres. 

‘‘Now, that long yellow-looking fibre that 
you see is what makes the St. dust so bad for 
the bronchial passage. You notice with 
this higher power what a singular formation 
ii has,’? and the vine suddenly grew to three 
times its former size. . 

‘‘It seems to be secreting some sort of 
juice,’? said the reporter, after gazing in- 
tensely at the microscopic weed.

You can just charge all the 
bronchial trouble to which your people 
are so subject to that little in- 
nocent Jooking lichen. you see it is 
yo generally diffused that some ofthe ano- 
phyte clings to every separate particie of dust 
that drives through the air. It _ is 
taken into the air passages and there 
sticks long enough to do the mischief, being 
of course constantly reinforced.” 

**Have you ever heard of this fungus else- 


where?’’ 

“No, it is eculiar to the St. 
Louis limestone. It flourishes enormously 
in the quarries. I have hunted for it in many 
places, but never have Iseenit in any other 
place. ?? | 

‘*And what is the remedy ?”’ 

‘‘The only remedy possible is to do away 
with the dust, and that can be done solely by 
thoroughly wetting it and keeping it 
out or the uir. As. long as 
al) of your best drives are 
atthe mercy of simoons charged with this 
fungus, so Jong will you never have healthy 


children in St. Louis.’’

The African M. E. Conference met at 8:30 
this morning, Bishop R. H. Cain 10 the chair. 
Nearly two hours were spent in hearing the 
reading of the minutes, which were finally 
corrected and approved. Another 
hour was passed in devotional 


exercises and the transaction of unimportant 
business. Then ic was resolved that the 
Bishops should reside and have power in dis- 
tricts as at present, and that the Indian Ter- 
ritory only shculd be visited by th2 Bishops 
as missionaries. An attempt to make Cali- 
fornia a missionary’ district failed, 
but notice was given that the subject 
would again be considered. The motion of 
Rev. J. B. Stansbury, requiring the annual 
conferences to appoint all traveling minis- 
ters, Was carried. Rev. Paul Jefferson de- 
sired to leave no minister without an appoint- 
ment, except in cases for which provision had 
been made by Jaw. 

The reports of the committees on Episco- 
pacy, on Education, on the State of the 
Chureh and onthe Wesley Monument were 
read and adopted. 

Revs. W. J. Gaines and Wm. D. Johnson 
related the particulars of their visit to the 
Conference of the M. E. Church South, on 
May 22, 1878. 

The Committee on Ecumenical Council 
recommended that an Ecumenical Council be 
held at Washington on the first Wednesday 10 
June. 1881, for the purpose of organizing, or, 
if that be impracticable, of establishing terms 
of fraternal] relation between all the colored 
Methodist churches on the American 
Contitent, and that the basis jof 
representation be the participation of the 
bishops, superintendents or presidents of 
every church, and two delegates from every 
annual conference only. A _ resolution was 
passed striking out the word Ecumenical, 
and then the report was adopted.

Miss Beckwith on Saturday night, at 10 


o’clock, in the presence of a numerous com- 
pany of spectators, successfully terminated 
j 


er 30 hours’ continuous swim in the whale’ 


tank of the Royal Aquarium at Westminster. 
By so doing she has eclipsed all her previous 
achievements in the water, and proved her- 
self to possess powers of endurance which, 
despite what has been accomplished by Capt. 
Webb, would still be considered remarkable 
in a man, and most remarkable, indeed, in the 
case of a slight, graceful girl, not yet out of 
herteens. According to the conditions of 
her self-imposed task, Miss Beckwith was al- 
lowed to leave the water for half an bourin 
the 30 hours if she so required, but from the 
time she dived into the tank, at 4 o’clock on 
Friday afternoon, up to the time she left her 
place of immersion, at 10 o’clock on Satur- 
dav ‘night, she never claimed that indul- 
gence. Unlike Captain Webb, who, during 
the progress of his 60 hours’ swim at the 
Aquarium, adopted generally a slow stroke, 
and frequently floated in a recumbent posi- 
tion, Mises Beckwith used a quieker method of 
progression, and varied the monotony of her 
foceedings by several displays of clever evo- 
utions. It was as refreshing as it was inter- 
esting to witness this graceful young “ Naiad,’’ 
clothed in ber costume du bain of black silk, 
trimmed with crimson, disporting herself in 
her aqueous abode; wnen swimming, striking 
swiftly round the tank, at sometimes waltzin 
on the water, and at others propel herself, 
feet first, on its surface.

An exquisite bronze faun was lately dis- 
covered in a newly-excavated house in Pom- 
peii. The statuette jwas the ornament of a 
fountain, and in execution, dimensions and 
type, forms one of the group of the celebrated 
Narcissus, Dancing-Faun and Silenus. On 
entering the first room of the bronzes in the 
Naples Museum, the eye is at once attracted 
py the bold, free and graceful attitude of this 
figure,the muscular yet elegant proportions 
of which an unusually thick earthy incrusta- 
tion, chemically united with the oxide, in 
vain tries to hide. The Faun leans far 
back: the weight of the body rests on the 
right leg, the left being extended forward to 
preserve the balance. The wine skin Is squeez- 
ed under and held by the left arm, the hand 
of which grasps the spigot. The right arm 
and hand are lowered and slightly drawn back, 
in the attitude of one holding a cupto re- 
ceive the stream of wine. A tube at the back 
of the figure led the water into the wine-skin 
from whence it issued from the spigot. The 
shape of the head is beautiful; the locks of 
hair falling over the brow are admirably in- 
dicated; a wreath (probably a vine branch 
with grapes) crowns the head, but is made in- 
distinct by the incrustations. The ears are 
pointed, and there is the usual tail. The face 
and figure express the joyous abandonment 
of a youthful votary of Bacchus.

The plea in abatement of ‘the attachment 
case ot Richard F. Denton against Fred Von 
Phul, Frank Curtis, Quin Price and Augustus 
Wheeler came up- for trial to-day before 


a jury in Judge Adams’ room of the Circuit 
Court. About the first of last February, Den- 
ton, who made a reputation some time ago as 
the manager of St. George’s Hall, went down 
and speculated inthe exchange or bucket shop 
owned by the defendants and lost $750. He 
claimed that he had been foully dealt with, and 
soon afterward got Out an attachment against 
the defendants Inthe affidavit Denton made 
on the occasion of his getting out the attach- 
ment he declared that the defendants had felo- 
niously 
GOTTEN POSSESSION OF HIS MONEY, 

that they were about to dispose of their prop- 
erty, that they were about to leave the city 
and change their domicile, and that defendant 
Curtis was a non-resident of this Statb. 
It will beremembered that Denton has since 
been arrested: for perjury for making this al- 
legation about Curtis. The defendants filed 
a pleain abatement in answer to the affidavit 
of Denton, and the trial to-day was on the suf- 
ficiency ot the grounds of attachmert. Allthe 
allegations of Denton were denied by 


the defendants. Mr. Leander J. 
Smith appeared for Denton, and 
Messrs. Harris & Joy for the defendants. 


When Mr. Smith made this statementof the 
case to the jury he said 
THE INNOCENT DENTON 

had been roped intothe bucket-shop by Von 
Phul, where he was persuaded to invest his 
money, and where he lost it just asa 
man loses in a gambling den. 
The first witness put on the stand was 
Denton, who said he went down to Von #bul’s 
place and et his money up onwheat. Helost 
and Von Phui and Curtis said he was ‘‘frozen 
out.’’ He contended that it was not so and 
then the dispute arose. They refused to settle 
and then an arbitration arose. Von Phul re- 
fused to have anythingtodo with it—that he 
bad his, Denton’s, money and that he intend 
edto keepit. Mostof the money went into 
the bands of Curtis, who threw up his hands and 
said he did not haveit. He went and told Von 
Phu) he would haveto sue forthe money and 
Von Phul said it was ne use, as they nad sold 
out andthat be would be in Chicago the next 
day. 
On cross-examination Denton admitted that 
he had seen Curtis trequently about the buck- 
et-shop for some time betore 
trouble. He had bet wheat would go 
down, and it did go down, and he made some 
money by it, but Von Phul and the others

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NEW YORK NOTES. 


Ships Mysteriously Missing—The De- 
feat of Victoria in Arizona. 
Special t> the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 24.—The steamship Mer- 
cator, Capt. Minne, which left this port 
March Srd. has not been seen since, Her 
cargo, &@ miscellaneous one, was valued at 
$120,000. The ship was built at Glasgow 
in 1877, does not carry passengers 
and has a crew of thirty-two men. The 
owners ef the cargo apprehend that the Mer- 
cator has been cut down by ice, but the ship’s 
consignees express a belief that the machinery 
is disabled and that the vessel is making port 
under sail. The ship St. Paul, from Liver- 
pool, reports it had three days of fog on the 
Newfoundland banks, during which time she 
had to lay-to on account of the ice.. When 
the fog lifted the vessel was surrounded 
by icebergs and loose ice, and encountered 
several bergs for succeeding days. 

OTHER MISSING VESSELS. 

The orig Athlone and Barbentine Topaz 
have ngt yetarrived. They were last seen 
drifting helplessly in the ice 
just east of the Newfoundland banks. 

Commander Hooper, of the revenue cutter 
Corwin, before sailing from San Francisco to 
the rescue of the Arctic whalers, said: *'I have 
everything which I require now. What else I 
may need, by Government arrangement with 
the Alaska Commercial Company, I will find 
ready for me at their most northern station in 
Behring’s Sea. There I will take on board 


three’ sledges, dogs, teams, native 
drivers and skins for use on land 
or on ice. The Government and Concress 


have provided everything I could ask to aid in 
the search for those whalers. The country 
has aright to expect meto make the best use 
of those means and to improve my 
opportunity of carrving relief to 
our citizens in distress in their dark, dreary 
continement.’’

Clergymen to Pray for Good Presi- 
dential Candidates.

The following paper with signatures was 
yesterday sent to the office of the Sun for pub- 
lication: 

In view ef the fact that the nominating con- 
ventions of the political parties in June next 
will designate those citizens to whom the 
choice of the people for the Chief Magistrate 
of these United States forthe four years 
next ensuing will be restricted, the under- 
signed ask their brethren of all denominations 
to unite with them. in making Sabbato, 
the 30th of May, aspecial occasion for pray- 
er to Almighty God that he will vouch- 
safe to guide and direct these assemblies in 
the choice of men fit for the suffrages of the 
people. 

Roswell D. Hitchcock, R.S. Storrs, Henry 
W. Bellows, Thos. S. Hastings, C. C. Tiffany, 
A. P. Putnam, E. H. Chapin, R. Heber New- 
ton, J. A. M. Chapman, U. H. Parkhurst, W. 
Ormiston, J. H. Rylance, Lieweliyn D. Bev- 
an, S. M. Hamilton, Arthur Brooks, Wm. M. 
Taylor, S. S. Mitchell, W. I. Sabine, Lindsay 
Parker. 

It was ascertained that the Rev. R. Heber 
,Newton, pastor of the Anthon Memorial 
‘Church in West Forty-eighth street, was the 

originator of this plan for influencing the 
coming National Conventions at Cincinnati 
and Chicago. 

Mr. Newton, in reply to inquiries made 
by the reporter Jast evening, said that he was 
a member of the Independent Republican As- 
sociation of this city. Hethought it was high 
time that the honest, respectable people of 
the country had semething to say in the selec- 
tion of their public servauts. He was a Re- 
publican, but did not believe in machine poli- 
tics. Perhaps the regular trade politicians 
of both parties were past praying for, and yet 
if the clergy generally would take up the niat- 
ter and Say a few words from their pulpits on 
the Sunday preceding jthe conventions, it 
might do a greatdeal of good. For his own 
part he was strongly opposed to the nomina- 
tion either of Grant or Biaine, but of course 
every clergyman would have better taste than 
to mention names from their pulpits. Such 
a thing as the clergy uniting in a plea 
to the Almighty imploring Him to guide 
the councils of any political convention was, 
he believed, unprecedented. He believed 
that the present danger to the country cailed 
for some such intervention. It was very evi- 
dent that the leading men of one party at least 
were determined to force a candidate upon 
the people irrespective of their wishes, and it 
was time that the wheels of the political ma- 
chine were blocked. He had drawn up the 
paper printed above only two days ago, and 
had sent it out for the approval of a few rep- 
resentative clergymen of this city and Brook- 
lyn. He had been absent in Philadelphia 
ever since, and hewas gladtolearn thatthe 
clergymen were so ready to sign the request. 
The appeal might produce nv visible effect, 
and yet be thought thatif sensible advice 
were given tothe people and earnest prayers 
offered up to God for the guidance of the two 
great political conventions about to assemble, 
it would resultin bringing divine aid to the 
selaction of the man who for the next four 
years isto be the Chief Magistrate of this 
great nation. : 

The Rev. Dr. Chapin said that although he 
was just ready to sailfor Europe, and would 
not be here on the day appointed, he readily 
signed the paper, believing it to be a good 
thing. His pulpit would be filled by another 
on that day, and no deubt his substitute would 
speak earnestly and pray fervently for the 
success of the plan. 

The Rev. Dr. Bevan, ofthe Fifth Avenue 
Brick Church, said he believed thatfall things 
on earth were subject to the _ will of 
a Supreme Ruler, and he _ therefore 
thought it very proper for the people to 
beseech the Deitv to intercede in any par- 
ticular case. He had seen but few political 
gatherings in this country, but he was satisfi- 
ed that they were very tame affairs compared 
with those he had witnessed in the old coun- 
try. Hethought that this country was sadly 
in need of political reform, and that the peo- 
ple would never be as prosperous as they 
ought to be until they had adopted the doc- 
trine of free trade,a doctrine which made 
France rich and happy, while Germany and 
other countries which rejected it were left to 
suffer the ills of national pauperism.
